COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 


AS  OF  FEBRUARY  1,  1942 


Reports  to  the  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  from  cold  storage  ware- 
houses and  meat-packing  establishments  indicate  that  60  percent  of  the  capacity- 
of  public  cold  storages  was  in  use  on  February  1. • Private  cold  storages 
showed  58  percent  occupancy,  and  meatpacking'  establishment s apparently  were 
operating  at  almost  complete  capacity* 

Freezers  were  carrying  the  heaviest  load.  The  occupancy  of  freezers  in 
public  warehouses  was  73  percent  of  capacity  and  private  warehouses  71  percent. 
The  packing  house  freezers  were  more  than  90  percent  occupied. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  February  1 were  slightly  over  50  mil- 
lion bushels.  This  quantity  was  approximately  2.9  million  bushels  below  the 
February  1,  1941  figure  and  1,4  million  below  the  5-year  1937-41  average  for 
February.  f 

Frozen  fruit  stocks  which  totaled  154.4  million  pounds  exceeded  those  of 
a year  earlier  by  26  million  and  the  5-year  average  by  about  45^-  million  pounds. 
Frozen  vegetable  holdings  were  in  round  figures  80  million  pounds  or  8.7  mil- 
lion above  those  of  February  1 a year  ago. 

Creamery  butter  stocks  totaled  83.2  million • pounds.  This  quantity  was 
53.5  million  in  excess  of  February  1,  1941  holdings  and  34.4  million  pounds 
above  average.  There  were  161,7  million  pounds  of  cheese  on  hand  of  which 
134.4  million  pounds  were  American  Cheddar.  This  latter  amount  was  24.6 
million  pounds  in  excess  of  stocks  a year  earlier  and  45.5  million  above  av- 
erage. Total  cheese  stocks  were  36.4  million  heavier  than  those  on  hand 
February  1,  1941  and  57,3  million  pounds  above  average.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs 
were  reduced  to  331,000  cases. 

Frozen  egg  stocks  were  74.3  million  pounds.  This  quantity  exceeds 
holdings  on  February  1 a year  ago  by  20,5  million  pounds  and  the  5-year  : 
average  by  15.3  million  pounds.  Frozen  poultry  stocks  totaled  204.6  mil- 
lion pounds.  This  quantity  is  13  million  pounds  'heavier  than  those  of  a 
year  earlier  and  47,5  million  above  average.  The  heaviest  item  in  poultry 
varieties  was  turkeys  with  59^-  million  pounds  reported.  These  holdings - 
were  6 million  less  than  on  the  same  date  a year  ago,  but  13.7  million  above 
average.  • 

Total  holdings  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  approximately  872  million 
pounds,  or  about  80  millions  less  than  those  on  February  1,  1941  but  about 
43  million  pounds  above  average,  * 

Stocks  of  lard  totaled  201  million,  pounds.  This  quantity  was  98.6  mil- 
lion less  .than'  the  February  1,  1941  holdings  but  16.4  million  above  average. 

In  addition  to  lard  there  were  about  5 million  pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat 
reported.  . 
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FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 
Fresh  fruits 

February  1 reports  from  cold  storage  warehouses  indicate  a total  of 

20.106.000  busnels  of  apples  on  hand.  This  quantity  is  2,910,000  bushels  less 
than  Pebruary  1,  1941  stocks  and  1,427,000  bushels  less  than  the  Pebruary  1 5-year 
average  (1937-1941),  The  out-of-storage  movement  during  January  was  5,626,000 
bushels.  This  quantity  compares  with  a similar  movement  for  January  1941  of 

5.623.000  bushels  and  an  average  of  '5,549,000,  Included  in  the  total  are 

1.804.000  bushels  owned  by  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 

FROZEN.  FRUITS 

Frozen  fruits  and  berries  on  hand  on  February  1 totaled  154,389,000  pounds 
or  26,118,000  pounds  more  than  those  on'  hand  a year  earlier  and  45,465,000  more 
than  the  Pebruary  1 average.  The  out-of-storage  movement  during  January  was 
significantly  heavier  than  usual.  The  net  reduction  during  the  month  was 

23.559.000  pounds  compared  with  14,273,000  pounds  for  January  1941  and  9,462,000 
for  the  average.  Of  the  total  reported  for  Pebruary  1,  1942,  30,444,000  pounds 
were  unclassified  as  to  variety. 

FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  on  hand  on  Pebruary  1,  1942  totaled  79,619,000 
pounds  or  8,700,000  pounds  in  excess  of  those  of  a year  earlier.  The  reduction 
during  Pebruary  was  13  million  pounds  compared  with  7,585,000  pounds  for  the 
same  period  for  1941,  There  were  9,570,000  pounds  of  vegetables  unclassified  by 
variety.

The  heavy  reduction  in  cre.axa.ery  butter  •slocks,  noted  yf  December  1,  continued  during  January. 
The  net  out-of-storage  movement  was  31,231,000  pounds,  compeared  with  11,782,000  pounds  for 
January  1941  and  the  5-year,  1937-41  January  movement  of  17,142,000  pounds.  Stocks  on  hand 
February  1 totaling  83,205,000  pounds  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  53,490,000  pounds  and 
the  5-year  average  by  34,354,000  pounds * Holdings  of  the  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association 
and  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  totaled  5,929,000  pounds  as  indicated  in  the  ta-ble  below. 

Total  cheese  holdings  were  161,685,000  pounds,  exceeding  those  of  a year  earlier  by 

36.377.000  pounds  and  the  5-year  average,  by  57,261,000,  The  reduction  in  stocks  during  January 
was  39,928,000  pounds  compared  with  4,228,000  and  10,193,000  pounds  for  January  194B  and  the 
5-ycar  average  respectively. 

Surplus  Marketing  Administration  held  14,776,000  pounds  of  American  Cheddar  which  is  included 
in  the  above  total 

Stocks  o±  shell  eggs  were  reduced  to  331 ,000 .cases. . - Frozen  e,gg.  stocks  were  reduced  by 

21.214.000  pounds -which  l.eft  74,324,000  pounas  on  hand  on -February  1.  This  latter  Quantity  ex- 
ceeded February  1 , 1941  holding’s,  by  20,496,000  pounds  and  the  5-year  average'  ly  15*.  299, 000 . 

S.M.A.  and  F.S.C.C.  stocks  of  eggs  were  193,000  cases  of  shell  and  *13', 946,000' pounds ■ of  'frozen. 


Frozen  poultry  .holdings  were  reduced  during  January  . by  13, 791.,, 0QQ . pounds.  February  1.  total 
tocks  ot  all  varieties  were  204,601,000  pounds.

Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  increased  during  January  "by  155,3 
million  pounds,  This  quantity  compares  with  an  increase  of  815  million  pounds 
for  January  1941  and  106,6  million  for  the  January  5-year  (1937-41)  average, 
February  1,  1942  stocks  totaling  871,9  million  pounds  were  79,6  million  "below 
.those  of  a year  earlier  but  42,8  million  pounds  heavier  than  the  5-year  average. 

Frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  were  increased  by  3-g-  mill  ion -pounds  during
